Among all the enlerprisesforjdevelopin 


our country In which Congress lias bee 
enlisted, it seems singular thkt their at 
tention baa so long been diverted from th 
importance of a railroad connection with 
onr eastern frontier, and thence! to the ex 
treme eastern bounds of the Korth Amer- 
ican Continent, to make a more.rapid con- 
nection with the real of the world. All 
that private enterprise and State and town 
aid could do up to this time has been 
done, to extend onr railroad system into 
the eastern Provinces, and bnt a compar- 
atively small gap now remains nnproyid- 


ed for. Congress will no doubt soon be 
asked lo, and we cannot doubt will, lend 
its aid to Us completion, in a manner lo be 
indicated. 


The project of a railroad line Irom Ban- 


gor to Halifax has been so long discussed, 
that few intelligent readers anywhere in 
our country need to be reminded of its 
purposes and benefits. Bnt we suspect 
there are very few who are aware how very 
little labor and capital oomnaratively are 
now wanting to complete this moat impor- 
tant railway, and how very small would 
ba the burden of half the aid per mile 
rendered to.such undertakings as the Pa- 
cific Railroad by Congress.
